Claim 22 relates to a therapeutic agent for irritable bowel syndrome, 
comprising as an active ingredient a compound defined by the desired 
properties M 5-HT 1A agonist" and "5-HT 5 antagonist". Although claim 22 
covers all compounds with the above properties, only some of the claimed 
compounds are disclosed within the meaning of PCT Article 5. Thus, it 
appears that the support by the disclosure in the description within 
the meaning of PCT Article 6 is lacking. 

Further, with respect to the "5-HT 1A agonist" and "5-HT 3 antagonist", 
the scope of compounds with such properties cannot be specified even 
if technical common knowledge at the filing of this application is taken 
into account. Therefore, claim 22 also fails to satisfy the requirement 
of clarity prescribed in PCT Article 6. 

Therefore, search with respect to claim 22 has been conducted only 
on the relationship between 5-HT 1A agonist and 5-HT, antagonist and 
irritable bowel syndrome and on the therapeutic agent for irritable bowel 
syndrome comprising a combination of 5-HT 1A agonist and 5-HT, antagonist 
that has been particularly described in the description.
